RULES 


I. 

The  Institution  shall  be  called  “  The  Caernarvon  Cottage  Hospital.” 

II. 

The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  reception  of  persons  suffering  from 
accidents  or  diseases,  which  cannot  be  adequately  treated  at  the  homes  of  the 
Patients.  No  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Hospital,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when  a  private  ward  (if  available) 
shall  be  prepared  for  his  or  her  reception.  No  midwifery  cases  or  persons 
labouring  under  contagious  or  incurable  diseases  shall  be  admitted. 

III. 

The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  an  Executive  Committee 
of  24  Members,  12  of  whom  shall  be  Ladies,  and  12  Gentlemen,  and  who  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  Life  Members  and  Subscribers  of  10/6  and  upwards. 
The  President,  Vice-President,  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  Trustees,  the 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  being  Ex-Officio  Members. 
The  said  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  nominate  such  Sub- 
Committees  from  among  their  number  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  think 
proper  and  desirable,  who  shall  meet  as  required  and  report  to  the  Executive 
'Committee.  Any  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year  after  the  Annual  Meet¬ 
ing,  and  prior  to  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  shall  be  filled  up  by  the 
Committee. 

IV. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  July,  at  which  the 
Report  of  the  Committee,  and  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  for  the 
past  year,  shall  be  presented,  the  Committee  and  Officers  shall  be  appointed, 
and,  when  needful,  alterations  of  the  Rules  shall  be  made,  but  no  alterations 
of  the  Rules  shall  be  made  unless  notice  thereof  be  given  in  the  Circular 
convening  the  Meeting. 

V. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  every  two  months, 
but  the  Honorary  Secretary  shall  call  a  Special  Meeting  at  any  time  on  the 
written  request  of  the  Chairman,  or  two  Members  of  the  Committee.  Thrett 
Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

VI. 

The  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  elect  and  dismiss  all  Officers  anu 
Servants  of  the  Institution. 

vn. 

No  gentleman  shall  be  elected  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  unless 
he  possesses  the  legal  qualifications  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

VIII. 

The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  and  superintendence 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  Committee. 

IX. 

Each  Donor  of  £10  10s.  Od.  and  upwards,  shall  be  a  Life  Member,  and 
shall  have  annually  for  every  ten  guineas  contributed,  one  nomination  paper, 
and  each  Annual  Subscriber  of  £1  Is.  Od.  and  upwards  shall  have  one  nomina¬ 
tion  paper  for  each  guinea  subscribed,,  upon  payment  of  his  or  her  Subscrip¬ 
tion  due  the  1st  day  of  July  in  each  year.  Every  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea, 
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and  for  each  additional  Guinea  shall  have  the  power  to  nominate  one  Patient 
for  a  period  of  14  days,  upon  payment  by  such  Patient  or  his  guarantor  of  the 
weekly  fees,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  in  accordance  with  Rule  X. 

X. 

Except  as  provided  for  in  Rule  XIV.,  Patients  shall  only  be  admitted  to 
the  Hospital  upon  production  of  a  nomination  paper  properly  filled  in,  and 
upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  12/6  per  week,  payable  m  advance  from  the  dat° 
of  their  admission  to  the  Hospital,  until  the  date  of  their  discharge,  auv. 
failing  another  nomination  paper  at  the  end  of  the  first  14  days,  and  eveiy 
subsequent  14  days  each  Patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  fee  of  £1  5s.  Od.,  payable 
in  advance,  provided  that  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  at  their 
discretion  to  increase  the  said  weekly  fees,  and  also  in  special  cases  to  remit 
or  reduce  the  same.  No  Patient  shall  be  readmitted  to  the  Hospital  under  s 
period  of  three  months,  and  applicants  for  admission  may  be  called  upon  to 
produce  a  certificate  from  the  Relieving  Officer  that  they  are  not  in  receipt  of 
parish  relief.  Private  Patients  shall  pay  a  weekly  fee  of  Five  Guineas,  and 
also  the  cost  of  any  extra  nurse  or  nurses,  who  may  have  to  be  engaged  in 
consequence  of  such  Private  Patients  being  in  the  Hospital.  No  Patient  in 
the  Public  Wards  shall  in  any  case  be  charged  professional  fees,  save  in  most 
exceptional  cases,  and  with  the  express  consent  of  the  Committee. 

XI. 

No  person  shall  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Hospital,  nor  be 
entitled  to  any  privileges  as  a  Subscriber,  unless  his  subscription  for  the 
current  year  has  been  paid. 

xn. 

Every  Clergyman  or  Nonconformist  Minister,  who  shall  transmit  to  the 
.'Treasurer  a  collection  made  by  him  to  the  amount  of  One  Guinea,  shall  be 
entitled  for  the  current  year  to  the  same  privileges  as  an  Annual  Subscriber 
of  One  Guinea. 

XIII. 

No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  printed  recommendation  signed 
by  a  Subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Member  of  the  Hospital  Medical 
Staff.  The  time  of  every  Patient’s  discharge  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  Medical  Officer  attending  the  case,  who  must  however  report  in  writing  to 
the  Committee  should  the  time  exceed  two  months. 

XIV. 

In  cases  of  accidents  or  emergency  ,the  Matron  or  any  Member  of  the 
Hospital  Medical  Staff,  shall  be  authorised  to  suspend  the  foregoing  Rules 
respecting  the  admission  of  Patients,  so  as  to  occasion  no  delay. 

XV. 

Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided  in  the  Hospital. 
Patients  shall  submit  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Hospital,  and  not  receive  food 
or  drink  from  any  other  source,  without  the  sanction  of  a  Medical  Officer. 

XVI. 

The  Hospital,  Land  and  Buildings,  and  all  property  devoted  to  the  use  of 
the  Hospital,  and  all  Legacies  bequeathed  to  it,  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees, 
who  shall  invest  or  otherwise  deal  with  such  Legacies  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee.  The  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  be  indemnified  out  of 
the  property  of  the  Hospital  against  all  losses  and  expenses  which  they  may 
incur  or  sustain  as  Trustees. 

XVII. 

The  first  Trustees  were  Mr.  John  Jones,  Minafon  ;  Dr.  Watkin  Roberts, 
and  Mr.  John  Owen,  Ty  Coch.  All  subsequent  Trustees  shall  be  elected  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Life  Members  and  Annual  Sub¬ 
scribers  of  10s.  64.  and  upwards,  convened  for  that  purpose.  The  present 
Trustees  are  the  Hon.  F.  G.  Wynn,  Glynllifon  ;  Mr.  J.  E.  Greaves,  Gian- 
gwna,  and  Mr.  Charles  A.  Jones.

Turning  to  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account,  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  surplus  for  the  year  amounts  to  £154  10s.  3d., 
as  compared  with  £68  14.  9d.  at  the  end  of  1926-27.  The  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  year  amounted  to  £1,440  8s.  0d.,  as  compared  with 
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£1,418  Os.  7d.  during  the  previous  year,  and  the  receipts  were 
£1,526  3s.  6d.,  as  compared  with  £1,342  11s.  Od.  The  income  from 
the  Annual  Subscriptions  (including  the  House  to  House  Collec¬ 
tion)  amounted  to  £319  8s.  lid.,  an  increase  of  £7  10s.  lid. 
Collections  show  an  increase  of  £14  Os.  6d.,  the  amount  received 
during  the  year  being  £190  14s.  6d.  Receipts  under  the  heading 
“Donations’'  amounted  to  £194  Is.  10d.,  an  increase  of  £87  2s.  5d. 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Included  are  handsome 
donations  received  from  Mr.  John  E.  Greaves,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  and  Mr.  D.  Elliott  Alves,  the  Mayor  of  Caernarvon. 

To  those  friends  and  supporters  who  assisted  by 
sending  gifts  in  kind,  the  Committee  also  desire  to  express  their 
thanks  and  appreciation. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  receipts  from  Entertainments 
were  received  during  the  year. 

The  Committee  regret  to  report  that  many  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  Hospital  have  passed  away  since  their  last 
report  amongst  whom  we  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Trevor  Hughes, 
of  Coedhelen,  who  for  several  years  rendered  valuable  help  to  your 
Committee.  Other  grave  gaps  have  been  made  in  the  list  of  the 
friends  of  the  Hospital  not  only  by  death  but  also  by  removals 
from  the  neighbourhood. 

It  is  gratifying  to  have  to  place  on  record  that  the  following 
legacies  have  been  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital.  The  late  Mr. 
Robert  Newton  of  Sunny  cliff  e,  £100;  the  late  Miss  Catherine  Eliza 
Hughes,  of  Ferncliffe,  £100;  and  the  late  Mrs.  Trevor  Hughes,  of 
Coed  Helen,  £50.  As  these  legacies  are  received,  they 
are  placed  to  the  Hospital  Capital  Account  in  accordance  with  the 
settled  policy  of  your  Committee,  the  interest  only  to  go  to  the 
General  Fund.  Once  again  the  Committee  wish  to  record  the 
debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Ladies  who  assisted  in  the  House  to  House 
Collections  which  has  now  become  such  an  important  item  on  the 
credit  side  of  the  Accounts. 

As  in  former  years  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  offered 
to  the  Clergy,  Ministers,  and  Congregations  of  the  several  places 
of  worship  who  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  by 
their  offertories  during  the  year;  to  the  Medical  Staff  without 
whose  faithful  work  the  Hospital  could  not  be  maintained,  and  to 
the  Matron  (Miss  Mason)  and  those  working  with  her  for  their 
efficient  services. 

The  Committee  desire  to  pay  a  special  tribute  to  the  Matron, 
whose  whole-hearted  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital  has 
resulted  in  making  it  one  of  the  best  and  most  economically 
managed  Institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  Principality.
